SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


TO THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF LANDAFF: 


The total enrollment for last year was 70, the average 
membership 60.9 and the percent of attendance 91.8. 
The percent of attendance was not as good as in the 
previous year. This was due largely to the closing of 
the Scotland school, as the pupils in this district had 
difficulty in getting to the Center school. There were 
12 pupils attending Lisbon High school and three pupils 
attending Lisbon Elementary school. This year your 
schools now have a registration of 60, distributed as fol- 
lows: Blue 27, Center 10, Ireland 9, and Scotland 14. 
There are seven pupils attending Lisbon High school. 

The Scotland school was reopened this year with Miss 
Harriet Trevena as teacher. This school has the secord 


44 


largest enrollment of your four schools. This school 
building has been papered and painted on the inside this 
summer. Next year it should be painted on the outside. 

The Ireland school was repapered this year and one 
side of the roof was shingled. 

I feel that it was good judgment to open the Scotland 
school this year. It has made it possible to get more 
State Aid and you are going to be able to run all four 
schools next year with an appropriation of about $3,550, 
which is only $50 more than you appropriated for three 
schools last year. 

I certainly appreciate your cooperation in all matters 
pertaining to the welfare of your schools.
